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BEPORT  OF  THE  SUPERIIVTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  the  Deering,  N.  H.,  School  District, 
the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools,  of  the  public  schools  of  Deering,  for  the  school 
year  1930-1931,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Bast  Deering  School  decreased 
almost  to  the  vanishing  point  so  that  the  school  was  closed 
and  not  re-opened  this  year.  The  doors  and  windows  of 
the  building  were  securely  locked,  but  it  was  later  found 
that  a  door  was  unlocked,  a  window  wide  open,  and  other 
signs  of  vandalism  were  in  evidence.  Such  a  thing  has 
never  before  happened  to  the  Bast  Deering  school  to  my 
knowledge.  Of  course  respect  for  property,  especially  other 
people's  property,  is  one  of  the  things  we  are  expected  to 
teach,  and  if  necessary  we  will  proceed  to  teach  it. 

We  had  no  inexperienced  teachers  this  year  and  only 
one  new  to  the  district.  Miss  Brlene  Murdough,  a  graduate 
of  the  Keene  Normal  School  in  1929,  with  one  year's  teach- 
ing experience,  came  to  the  North  School,  Mrs.  Alice 
Colburn  taught  at  West  Deering,  Miss  Marjorie  Williams 
at  the  Pond  School,  and  Mrs.  Bunice  Willgeroth,  formerly 
Miss  Preston  at  Manselville.  All  but  Miss  Murdough  had 
the  schools  they  had  last  year. 

In  my  last  year's  report  I  gave  certain  statistics 
gathered  from  information  sent  out  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  I  will  give  below  the  same  facts, 
comparing  this  year's  figures  with  last  year's.

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  per  pupil  cost  in  the  state 
increased  this  year,  the  figure  for  Deering  decreased. 

There  are  10,085  pupils  in  the  559  rural  schools  of 
the  state,  giving  an  average  of  18  pupils  per  school. 
Deering's  average  is  12  pupils  per  school.  In  spite  of  this 
I  have  been  told  that  our  schools  are  too  large  for  one 
teacher  to  handle,  whereas  the  opposite  is  the  fact,  and  a 
school  cannot  do  its  best  with  so  small  a  number  of  pupils.
